KNOW ALL MEN BY THESE PRESENTS. 


That I, Leander A. Cogswell, of Henniker, County of Mer- 
rimack and State of New Hampshire, for and in consideration 
of the sum of One Dollar ($1) to me in hand, before the 
delivery hereof, well and truly paid by the Town of Henni- 
ker, a municipal corporation located in said Merrimack 
County, the receipt whereof I do hereby acknowledge, have 
given, granted, bargained, sold, and by these presents do give, 
grant, bargain, sell, alien, enfeoff, convey and confirm unto 
the said Henniker forever, but in trust as hereinafter set forth, 
all my right, title and interest, present and reversionary, in 
and to a certain piece of land, with the buildings thereon, 
located in said Henniker, bounded and described as follows: 

Beginning at stake and stones on the South side of Western 
Avenue, at the Northeast corner of land of Harrie W. Balch; 
thence Southerly by said Balch land one hundred and_ five 
(105) feet to stake and stones; thence Easterly by land of 
Henniker School District eighty (80) feet to stake and stones; 
thence Northerly by the Street leading from Western Avenue 
to the High School building one hundred and five (105) feet 
to said Western Avenue; thence Westerly by said Western 
Avenue to bound begun at. Reserving and excepting to said 
grantor, his heirs and assigns, however, all the settees in said 
building and subject to all the terms, conditions and agree- 
ments in a certain lease of said property,dated December 10, 
1920, given by me to Craney Hill Lodge No. 52,, Knights of 
Pythias, a society located in said Henniker; and I do hereby 
assign to said grantee, but in trust as hereinafter set forth, 
the lease aforesaid, the said grantee performing all covenants 
and other things therein mentioned which are to be performed 
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by me and being entitled to all benefits and rights to which I 
am entitled. 

The aforesaid conveyance and assignment are hereby made 
by me to said Henniker but in trust, however, during the time 
and for the purposes following: said trust estate shall be for- 
ever held and managed by said grantee through its legally con- 
stituted trustees; the net annual income arising from said trust 
estate shall each year be expended by said trustees, through 
the proper agents, trustees or officers of said Henniker, for the 
support, maintenance and benefit of the Henniker High School 
and all other grades of public schools which are now or may 
hereafter be located in the Henniker:High School Building, 
so called, in said Henniker, or which may be similarly located 
in any other building, in said Henniker, devoted to like pur- 
poses; provided, however, that the school board of the school 
district in which said schools are or may be located shall 
apply during the current year such amount of the school 
money, received by them. from any source, for the support 
and maintenance of the public schools of ‘said Henniker herein 
particularly described and alluded to, as they would by law 
be required to expend if the trust fund hereby created were 
not in existence. 

TO HAVE AND TO HOLD the said granted premises, with 
all the privileges and appurtenances to the same belonging, 
to it, the said grantee, to its own proper use and benefit for- 
ever. And I, the said grantor, and my heirs, executors and 
administrators, do hereby covenant, grant and agree, to and 
with the said grantee that until the delivery hereof I am the 
lawful owner of the said premises, seized and possessed there- 
of in my own right in fee simple; and have full power and 
lawful authority to grant and convey the same in manner 
aforesaid; that the said premises are free and clear from all 
and every incumbrance whatsoever, except as aforesaid; and 
that I will and my heirs, executors, administrators shall war- 
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rant and defend the same to the said grantee against the law- 
ful claims and demands of any person or persons whomso- 
ever, except as aforesaid.

During the past year the town has been unusually free from 
the ordinary contagious diseases, except scarlet fever, of 
which there have been reported ten cases in six different homes. 
In two of these cases the contagion seems to have come from 
out of town. In the others the source is unknown. There 
have been reported five cases of measles and two of tubercu- 
- losis. - . . 

Kight houses have been in quarantine for a longer or 
shorter time and six have been fumigated. 

Four nuisances have been reported. 

Two samples of water from private wells have been sent to 
the State Laboratory, and two samples from the town sup- 
ply, all of which were found healthful. Two families have 
been substantially aided on account of quarantine.

The Board of Public Trust Funds herewith submit their re- 

port for the fiscal year ending January 31, 1921. 
Cogswell Memorial Fund 

In March, 1920, the town received from Leander A. Cogs- 
well, a fund of Fifty Thousand Dollars. This fund is given as 
a tribute to the memory of Mr. Cogswell’s parents and to be 
known as the “D. Warren and Eliza L. Cogswell Memorial 
Fund.” The net income from said fund to be expended each 
year by said trustees through agents, trustees or officers of 
said town as may be established to carry out the objects as 
designated in said deed of gift. 

The following resolution was unanimously adopted by the 
voters of Henniker, N. H. at its annual meeting held Tuesday, 
March 9, 1920: 

Whereas: Leander A. Cogswell has presented the town the 
sum of Fifty Thousand Dollars which has been accepted by 
the town. 

Therefore resolve, that the hearty thanks of the voters is 
thereby tendered Mr. Cogswell for this generous gift. The re- 
solution was unaminously adopted by a rising vote and un- 
covered heads. 

The Cogswell fund is invested in registered United States: 
Government Bonds. The bonds were purchased in March,, 
April and June, 1920. The market value of Government. 
Bonds at that time were quoted very low. 

With the $50,000, bonds to the par value of 854, 500 were 
purchased, leaving a balance of $290.60 which is deposited in 
the Hillsboro Savings Bank The income in interest received 
to January 1, 1921 from this fund amounted to $1,414.80, 
which according to the expressed conditions of said gift has 
been paid as follows:

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board of Henniker: 


I herewith submit my fifth annual report as superintendent 
of Henniker schools. 


Statistics. 


Different pupils registered during the year 1919-20 was 
258. Of these 183 were in the elementary schools and 75 in 
the high school. 

The average membership for the year was 217. 

Average daily attendance was 200. 

Per cent of attendance was 92. 

Number of visits by the superintendent was 228. 

Whole number of children enumerated 5 years of age or 
older and under 16, in September, 1920, was 209—(107 boys, 
102 girls). 

Whole number of children registered in town schools 
September 30, 1920 was 222. 


Rural Schools. 


There are three rural schools opened this year—Westboro, 
Quaker Street and the Parker District. Hemlock Corner 
school was opened in September, but the teacher, employed 
as a substitute, could not be retained after a’ month and the 
school was closed. Since that time the pupils have been 
transported to the Central School. All these rural schools 
have good teachers, are doing good work and have 27 pupils. 
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In accordance with the vote of the district appropriating 
$100 for hot lunches at the noon hour in the rural schools 
44. children are being served. This includes those at the Cen- 
tral school brought in from the Hemlock Corner district. Not 
only the children, but the parents appreciate this act and I 
hope the district will make a similar appropriation this year. 

Physical Culture and sewing have been given in_ these 
schools this year. Much interest has been shown in both 
these subjects and much good resulted. It was a step toward 
giving the outside schools some of the advantages of the Cen- 
tral school, and I believe has been greatly appreciated. 


Repairs and Equipment. 


The repairs for this year should include chemical closets 
for the West Henniker school, and more light and new desks 
for the Parker District school. If Hemlock Corner school is 
to be opened next September, the building needs complete 
remodelling. | ‘ 

A full set of maps is needed for the History of Civiliza- 
tion course in the high school. 

A “program clock” installed in the high school building 
would insure an automatic signal for opening and closing 
school and the recitation periods much more promptly than 
the present method, depending as it does upon the memory of 
a busy teacher. 


High School. 


The small number of boys in the senior high school is a 
matter of grave concern. The one course Latin which is of- 
fered the boys, fails, and always will fail to interest all boys. 
Any effort to compel all to take a Latin course and expect 
them to be interested enough to continue it for four years, 
will be in vain. Many of our boys would make good me- 
chanics, good accountants or good farmers, and be extremely 
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interested in one of these subjects, who would never be suc- 
cessful as a language pupil.. If we expect to make the high 
school attractive enough to keep the boys there four years, 
some other course than Latin must be offered them. 


Cost of Schools. 


Schools, like other kind of business, have necessarily in- 
creased their running expenses in the past four years. Not 
only teachers, but books, supplies of all kinds, fuel and equip- 
ment have increased from 40 to 275 per cent., over the cost 
of four years ago. Newspaper print, the cheapest thing we 
can buy for arithmetic work, at one time this year had in- 
creased 275 per cent. over the cost of four years ago. 

At this time, when there is so much discussion about. school 
cost, it might be interesting and instructive to consider the 
following figures: 


In 1916-17 our schools cost $7,130.49. 70 per cent. of this 


cost was for teachers. 


In 1919-20 our schools cost $13,411.56, an increase of 68 
per cent. over the 1916 cost. The teacher cost was $7,995.81, 
an increase of 59 per cent. over four years ago, but only 67 
per cent. of the whole cost. These figures show, that while 
teacher cost has increased, the cost of other running expenses 
of the school has increased in greater proportion. 

There is so much discussion about the new Educational 
Law and its effect upon local taxation, let us consider how it 
_ effects this town. Henniker, under this law will pay the state 
this year toward its educational expenses $1,380.53 state tax, 
$480 per capita tax (approximately) and $114.28 excess su- 
perintendent’s salary. Total paid the state, $1,974.81. 

The school district will receive back from the state, as a 
result of this law $4,153.83. In other words, Henniker re- 
ceives $2,179.83 more from the state than it pays and in addi- 
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tion, gets its superintendent free. It is evident that so far as 
Henniker is concerned, the law is a profitable thing. 

The teacher shortage is still a problem, but not as serious 
as a year ago. It is probable there will be plenty of teachers 
for the larger schools, fewer for the rural schools, and those 
mostly inexperienced, and that salaries will remain about the 
same as now. 

The attendance record in some of our schools is far from 
satisfactory. Parents should understand that, if children are 
to get best results from the schools and secure regular promo- 
tion, daily attendance is essential. They should also under- 
stand that the law requires them to see to‘it that their chil- 
dren be in school “all the time the schools are in session.” 

In very man¥ schools of the country, it has become neces- 
sary for school boards to regulate somewhat the growing 
tendency of graduating classes to be extravagant in matters of 
dress. The idea that a girl must have one dress for Bacca- 
laureate Sunday another for graduation and still another for 
the “ball” is altogether too prevalent, even in our own school. 
While there are always some who can well afford to have 
three or more dresses at such a time, there are usually more 
who can ill afford ong, of the excellence called for by cus- 
tom. The humiliation and embarassment caused the latter in 
such cases, should, it seems to me, be good reason for adopt- 
ing some kind of a remedy. 

This year music is being taught in the schools by a special 
teacher. To supplement this work the school should have a 
victrola that could be used in each room with appropriate 
records for each grade. The musical educational possibilities 
of the victrola in the school room are no longer an experi- 
ment. It has long ago proven its ability to create an appre- 
ciation of the best music. 

. Your attention should be called to the possibility next year 
of having to secure a sort of utility teacher who could take

some of the classes from the overcrowded rooms of the pri- 
mary, intermediate and junior high schools. A teacher, with 
40 pupils in the primary grades from 6 to 8 Years old has 
too much of a job to expect from her the best efficiency. 
The other rooms mentioned have had an enrollment this year 
of over 45. This is too many for best results. 

In closing this report, I desire to express my appreciation 
of the faithful and valued work of the district: nurse in our 
schools; of the faithful and efficient work of the whole teach- 
ing corps; and of the harmonious co-operation of the School 
Board in all my efforts to better the schools of Henniker.
